Old Christ Church, on Second 


“| Street below Arch Street, Philadel- 


phia, has heard the prayers of 
America’s first patriots beseeching 


freedom from tyranny. Visitors to

Exposition aiext year will scarcely 
find a Jandmark of more shistorical 
significance. 


Construction of the ancient sanc-

Dr. Ludwig Wolff, the German 
cancer specialist, in an interview 
which appears in the, Daily 
Science News Bulletin éWashing- 


“lton), makes very light of the 


English: cancer discoveries, and, 
indeed, holds that “the results $0 
sensationally trumpeted by the 
Presi" had in fact been: obtained 
in Germany some time before. 
He goes on: i‘ 
, But this is really of no import- 
‘ance at all, for, while these “dis- 
have an undoubted 
scientific interest, they do not 


| bring us an inch nearer the solu- 
Ltion of the cancer problem. 


They aim at finding and isolat- 
ing the ¢ancer germ. That is to 
soy, they aim at finding some- 
thing which . simply does not 
exist. There is no such thing us 
a cancer germ. There can he 
none. How do I know that? 
Very. simply. 

Just think for 2 moment. We 
know many diseases that aro 
caused by, germs: tuberculosis, 
malaria, a whole series. of affec- 
tions of the skin, and so on. But 


‘lthese attack man ‘at all ages. 
"| Bacilli tnke no account of age; 
“Ithey will attack an infant or a 
dycuth as readily as a mature or 


nn old man.. Ag you know, can- 
cot is quite different; it nevor at- 
tacks any ono under the age of 
thirty and’ extremely seldom 
under the age of forty. 

What docs this moan? it 
means first that the cause of can- 
ceris not a bacillus, though it is, 
of course, possible that the cancer 
condition, encourages the pro- 
pagation ‘of a certain kind of 
pacillus, which would, however, 
be a sympton and not a “causo of 
tho disease. It means, secondly. 
that cancer is probably déaused by 
gyome change, perhaps o chemical 
change, which the human body 
undergoes in the course of years. 

Dr. Wolff proceeds to give some 
account of his oan work, the root 
idea of whichis this : 

Cancor in tho first placo is not 
a single, separate disease, but the 
goneric name given to a series of

ADDITION TO SHANGHAT'S 
. FINE BUILDINGS. 


The foundation stone of Shang- 
hai’s now Custom House, next to 
the Hongkong and Shanghai 
Bank, was laid on the morning 
of Dec. 15th. at 1 o'clock in the 
presence of a .large number of 
poople ropresenting the many 
nationalities of Shanghai. 
Invitations to the coremony were 
issued by ‘the Superintendent 
and the | Commissioner of 
Customs. . ‘ 

The new Custom House is being 
constructed on the samo site. 08 
the old one and after many 
months spont in the difficult task 
of preparing & foundation for the 
big nine-storoy building overy- 
thing is now ready for procecd- 
ing. The preparation of the 
foundation has been one of the 
most difficult featuros of con- 
struction becauao of the 
maasivoness of tho building to bo 
erocted om it. This’ work -was 
characterized by one interesting 
innovation—namely that of driv- 
ng concrate piles. 


‘The now building will be nine ” 
storeys high with a towor and } 
a clock of 18 feet diametor and 
the designs, prepared by Mr, E. 
Forbes Bothwell, of Messrs, 
Palmer and ‘Turner, show that 
when completed the building will 
rani af one of the most imposing 
and dignified on the Bund. The 
design is on restrained classic 
lines and the building will con- 
trast greatly with the Hongkong 
and Shanghai Bank next’ door, 
having a toworing offeot which 
will mako it a-landmark on the 
Bund and a symbol to Shanghai's 
busy, shipping in the river below, 

Tho new Custom House will 
occupy a 'site bounded by the § 
Bund, Hankow Rood and 
Qzochuon Road and’ will havo a 
capacity, of six’ million cubic 
foot, It will be a steol frame:
